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MINERS' STRIKE 


NOT UNLIKELY 


Labor Leaders View The Situation With Any- 


thing But Optimistic Light. 


IT ALL DEPENDS UPON THE OWNERS 


Workers Are Sure To Protest Any Reduction Of The 


Scale, And May Quit Work If Employers 


Persist In Plans. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 24.—Max S. 


Hayes, prominent in union labor cir- 
cles and a delegate to tho Pittsburg 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor, has sent to tho Cleveland 
Leader a resume of the coal strike 
situation. Hayes is a close friend of 
President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America and has obtained 
from him the first definite statement 
the miners' leader has made regarding 
the plans of the coming battle with 
the coal operators. 


"WiU there," .Hayes asks, "be a 


great national strike and lockout in 
the coal-mining districts next spring, 
involving 'Upward ot 500,000 and re- 
sulting in the paralysis of the entire 
industry and the hastening of a busi- 
ness crisis? 


"This question, which has been up- 


permost in the minds ot those who 
have watched industrial develpments 
during the last few months, was an- 
swered partly by those who are regard- 
ed as the spokesmen of the miners, 
and it remains for the operators to 
supply the balance of the information 
necessary to clear the situation. 


Looks fo.- Great Strike. 


"My' personal 
opinion 
is, alter 


carefully considering the details inci- 
dent to our trade, that there will be 
a national suspension in the mining 
industry next'spring. I don't see how 


. it can be. averted" if the operators of 


the anthracite and bituminous coal 
fields attempt to enforce their threats 
of reducing wages and ignoring our 
union." 


These words were spoken by Vice 


': President Torn1 "Lewis of the United 


Mine Workers of America in discuss- 
ing the mining situation. 
Mr. Lewis 


added that the miners wore making 
every preparation to meet the issue 
and battle for the life of their organ- 
ization and to maintain the wage scale 
they now have and better the same if 
possible. 


"President Mitchell was inclined to 


mlnotis' 'ir^li^'lasf'ear' ,as well as a 
raise for the poorest paid men in and 
about the mines in the anthranito dis- 
trict.' 


"'We are now in a position where 


we can take the public into our confi- 
dence,' said he. 'After the great strike 
of 1303 thousands of anthracite min- 
ers, knowing that they had secured a 
three years' agreement, unfortunately 
left the union, feeling themselves se- 
cure for the time being. This made 
the outlook discouraging, but my ef\ 
forts during the last few months, as- 
sisted by a corps of organizers which 
has been utilized to bring the men 
back into the fold, have been success- 
ful. 
At the end of this month 100,000 


hard coal miners will be paying dues 
into our national union. 


Will Demand Old Rate. 


" 'We have clone our share to keep 


the coal industry in working condi- 
tion. 
Our miners are compelled to 


work just as hard to inir.e coal at 85 
cents a ton as when they received 90 
cents and they not only refuse to ac- 
cept a further reduction, but demand 
a restoration of the 5 cents clipped 
from every ton of coal mined. 


" 'My belief is that at the January 


convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America this question will be 
settled definitely on the lines indicated, 
namely: 
That our members will ac- 


cept no further reduction 
and 
will 


stand for no advance and fight for it 
if necessary.'

u-r-r-r-r. 
It 


was impossible to repair the disorder- 
ed whistle while there was steam in 
the boiler and the engine was taken 
to the roundhouse. 
The fires were 


pulled, but the blast did not cease un- 
til after the locomotive was put in a 
stall shortly before ten. 
The engine 


finally "died" after blowing for an 
hour and a quarter. Another locomo- 
tive was secured here and the train 
continued' to Chicago with but little 
delay.

As public conveyances or the stage 


coach had been-'in vogue in England 
since 1610, the establishment of a sim- 
ilar conveyance was 
demanded 
in 


America many years before the war for 
independence, says 
the Metropolitan 


Magazine. As early as 1744, therefore, 
a stage line started to run between 
New Brunswick and Trenton, X. J., 
and by 1750 this route had been ex- 
tended over from New York to Phila- 
delphia, Moreover, as in England, so 
in America—the advent of the stage 
couch necessitated marked improve- 
ments in the highways, while the build- 
ing of better roads and turnpikes nat- 
urally created a greater demand for 
ir.oj'e coaches, and. what was more to 
the purpose, lighter vehicles. In 1771 
there were but 38 conveyances of ev- 
ery description in the city of Phila- 
delphia, but by 1794 their number bad 
increased to $27—more than two-thirds 
of which were comparatively light ve- 
hicles—a condition which led one of 
the local papers to publish a most dep-j 
rec'atory article concerning the usa o£! 
conveyances in which it 
was 
stated j 


that "even farmers wanted carriages."
